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LETTERS TO 


THE PRESIDENT’S ELECTION 
NIGHT 
Sirs: 

Your readers may be interested in a 
letter I have received from Jerome 
Walsh, a Kansas City lawyer who is 
close to the President and who was 
‘one of the five people who witnessed 
a historical moment in the early morn- 

ter election day. 
‘Needless to say, this being the ac- 
count of a private moment in the 
President's life, I have cleared with 
all those concerned the propriety of 
its publication.

‘Mr. Walsh’s letter follows: 


Dear Morris: 

As one of the few guys in New 
York who never wavered on Harry 
‘Truman, you'll be interested in a 
moment in history enacted here at 
6 a.m, last Wednesday, 

Bill Boyle, a friend of the Presi- 
dent, invited me to watch the re- 
turns with him—and help in any 
way I could—at the Muehlebach 
Hotel, the presidential headquarters 
here in Kansas City. The sw 
board girls announced it as 
porary White House.” That's the 
penthouse of the hotel, where the 
President’s staff always sets up 
shop. 

Early “in the evening someone 
checked to find where the President 
was and the answer circulated 
quickly; “Nobody knows.” He had 
disappeared from his home in Inde- 
pendence—later it developed he'd 
managed to slip out the back door 
with four Secret Servicemen. Some 
of the newsmen began to take an 
angry tone with Charlie Ross [Presi- 
dential press secretary]. It was early 
in the evening and everyone still 
expected the President's defe: 
‘They were asking Ross, "Where is 
this guy? Why are you holding out 
on us? The country has a right to 
know how he’s going to take it.” 
Ross blasted back at them in the 
first case of nerves and annoyance 
I've seen him display. He honestly 
didn’t know what had happened to 
Mr. Truman, and neither did Boyle 
or Matt Connelly. 

Well, the night wore on past 
midnight and I was still sweating it 
out. Around 1 a.m., you'll remem- 
ber, there was a kind of hiatus in 
the progress of the returns: for sev- 
eral hours Truman led by margins 
which seemed to expand or con- 
tract very little and the percentage 
of precincts reporting from each 
state seemed never to make much 
of an increase. 

Gradually the crowd thinned. 
‘There wasn'ta drop of liquoraround, 
by the way; it was all black coffee and 
cigarets and the four telephones 
jangling as Boyle's sources reported 
steadily. At 6 a.m, we were out on 
our feet. By we, I mean Boyle, Con- 
nelly, me and Lyman Field, another 
friend of the President. Of the work- 
ing press, only Jack Adams of CBS 
was still alive—the rest had folded 
around 4 or 5 and gone to bed. We 
were all trying to pull in Ohio, defi- 
nitely, using a combination of pray- 
ers, pleas and profanity. 

The door opened. Four Secret 
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Servicemen appeared and with them 
Mr. Truman. His appearance was 
the signal for Field and me to get up 
and reach for our hats. We both 
figured he'd been up all night and 
had come in to catch some sleep. 
But the President looked as re- 
freshed as a man with two weeks’ 
vacation behind him. He had spent 
the night in Excelsior Springs, a 
little spa about 30 miles north of 
Independence, where he'd taken a 
mineral-springs bath, had a rub- 
down, eaten lightly and gone to 
bed, God save the mark, at 9 
o'clock. Always an early riser, he 
had awakened a little after 4 and 
had been driven to the penthouse 
for breakfast. He wouldn't hear of 
our leaving. Coatless and relaxed on 
a divan, he started to talk, asking 
questions about how things were 
going. It was a great moment for 
him, I think, Outside of the Secret 
Service boys, we were the first peo- 
ple he'd had a chance to talk with 
about the returns. 

He displayed neither tension nor 
elation, For instance someone re- 
marked bitterly that if it hadn't 
heen for Wallace, New York and 
New Jersey would have gone Demo- 
cratic by good majorities, But the 
President dismissed this with a 
of his hand. As far as Henry 
was concerned, he said, Henry 
wasn't a bad guy; he was doing what 
he thought was right and he had 
every right in the world to pursue 
his course. Someone else pointed 
toa Kansas City Star headline which 
read "Election in Doubt” or some- 
thing like that, The President 
grinned. “Roy Roberts [the Star's 
managing editor] will change that in 
a few hours,” he said. I did not hear 
the name of Dewey mentioned by 
the President, 

Tam trying to give you, in a con- 
fused way, a sense of the astonish- 
ment we all felt at the unbelievable 
coolness with which the President 
faced up to the whole situation, the 
manner in which he took the thing 
for granted, as if he had read the 
answer in a crystal ball two weeks 
before. At 6 am. there still was 
plenty of reason for Governor Dew- 
ey to refuse to concede. Conceiv: 
ably Ohio might have switched in 
late returns, California or Illinois 
might have toppled and the 
dent’s lead been sharply reversed. 
Actually Mr. Truman, at 6 a.m. 
hardly seemed very interested in the 
matter. To him the election was won, 
had always been won since the day 
he began carrying his fight to the 
people, and his mind was already 
turning to other aspects of his pro- 
gram... 

Kansas City was an emotional 
town that morning, with early risers 
congratulating each other on the 
streets in a flush of Missouri pride. 
But the serenity of the President in 
his hotel suite at 6 a.m. suggested to 
all of us, I think, that his years of 
ersis in offee have equipped him 
with a very large reserve of 
strength and discipline to draw 
upon. The impression I took away 
was that there was a simplicity of 
mind and nature here that recalled 
Sandburg’s Lincoln—an evenness of

The process of adjustment began as soon as the 
DPs stepped off the gangplank. For a few it was 
not easy. Dr. Joachim Bronny (lefi) of Poland had 
planned to go to Fairchild, Wis. where the doctor- 
less townspeople had hopefully prepared a home 
for him. Dut when he reached New York he found 
that the Wisconsin State Medical Board will not 
permit him to practice medicine there. For most 
of the others, however, there were no disappoint- 
ments, In a fortnight a Pole named Frank Wilforth 
moved into a home in New York, was hired as a tai- 
lor, found a job for his 18-year-old daughter and 
enrolled his 8-year-old daughter in public school. 

The largest occupational group was 87 farm work~ 
ers whose goals were Illinois, Michigan, Indiana.

DISASTER IN CHINA 


AMERICANS MUST MAKE SOME HARD CHOICES AND DO SOME HARD THINKING ABOUT A NEW ASIA 


Disaster follows disaster in China. Manchu- 
ria is lost, and the Communists continue to de- 
feat the armies of Generalissimo Chiang Kai- 
shek. The economy of his cities is collapsing; 
the people riot for food and foreigners flee. 
Chiang’s government trembles and on this 
weekend is “written off” by some of his own 
ministers and generals as well as by American 
diplomatic and military observers in his capi- 
tal, Nanking. The Generalissimo, indomitable 
as ever, tries to rally his people and his armies 
to further war. But the people want peace and 
the armies are weak, All the news would make 
it seem that Nationalist China—the China 
known, befriended, neg- 
lected, deplored—is dying. 

It is sad news, grave news. It is sad for, 
among others, the editors of Lire. We are 
aware that our interest and belief in China 
have not been shared by most Americans or 
by the U.S. government. We are certain that 
if it had been otherwise the Communists and 
their masters in Moscow would at this mo- 
ment be losing Asia, not winning it. But the 
present overwhelms the past; what has been 
done and not done is of no matter now. The 
misfortune touches the U.S. and all the West- 
ern world; the tragedy is China’s. It is espe- 
cially a tragedy for the thousands upon thou- 
sands of Chinese who before and during their 
long war of survival have devoted their lives 
and their labors to the building of a progres- 
sive and enlightened China. It is tragic, also, 
though some of them do not know it, for the 
venal men, the mistaken men, the merely stu- 
pid men of place and power who have done 
much to bring their country low. There re- 
main the people: the people of the land, the 
armies, the enduring heart of China. Now and 
always we salute them and wish them well. 


The Alternatives 


Now the U.S. must calmly weigh the pres- 
ent facts and the probable future in China, 
and its likely position in the world struggle 
with the Soviet Union. There seem to be rae 
immediate alternatives: 

1) That Chiang Kai-shek, not for the first 
time, will miraculously retrieve his fortunes 
and continue to head an anti-Communist gov- 
ernment, holding what is left of China until 
the U.S. can came effectively to his aid. 

2) That Chiang Kai-shek will make way for 
some other anti-Communist leader—perhaps 
Vice President Li Tsung-jen—who can fire 
waning energies, form a new central govern- 
ment, possibly arrive at a transient “peace” 
with the Communists and wage a holding ac- 
tion. 

3) That the Chinese Communists, in com- 
plete victory, will establish a Red government 
for all China. 

4) That the Communists, playing upon the 
current hysteria and the popular longing for 
peace at any price, will inveigle enough left- 
ists, war-weary conservatives, defeated gen- 
erals and baffled “liberals” to form a coalition 
government and thus glove, for the moment, 
_ the Red hand on China. 

The decision as to whether any anti-Com- 
munist central government survives in China 
rests, as we go to press, with the armies locked 
in a great battle for Suchow and with the un- 


easy millions of Chinese whose confidence in 
their national leadership has been severely 
shaken. Chiang Kai-shek knows his cause to 
be bigger than himself, and if there be hope or 
‘ood for China in such a step, we believe that 
will in due course accept the accession of 
another leader and the establishment of a re- 
vitalized, anti-Communist government. How- 
ever that may be, the U.S. State Department’s 
ingrained distrust of Chiang Kai-shek must 
no longer be allowed to paralyze American 
policy and inhibit American aid. If a National- 
ist China remains in being under any leader- 
ship, President Truman and his advisers must 
be Eps to sustain it with every means at 
their disposal. It is now for them to give the 
cl in China the attention they have so long 
denied it, and to judge well and rightly what 
is possible. 


The Hard Choice 


An outright Communist government would 
of course be disastrous to U.S. security, What- 
ever else it may do, the U.S. government should 
say here and now that an‘ mmunist regime 
in China can expect no aid, no comfort, no for- 
mal friendship from America, Already there 
is talk, in the U.S. and in China, that no mere 
change of political coloration should alter the 
historic relationship of the two countries. It 
is foolish talk, it cay deludes the Chinese, and 
it should be officially squelched. 

The fourth alternative is the most difficult 
for Americans to appraise and one for which 
U.S. opinion and policy must be strongly pre- 
pared. Our own diplomats in Nanking, and 
many of the Chinese around Chiang Kai-shek, 
are actively promoting a “coalition” of Com- 
munists and non-Communists who would take 
power in a negotiated peace. Should that sort 
of government come into being in China, Pres- 
ident Truman and his advisers will be under 
great pressures and great temptation to “face 
the facts” and maintain friendly relations with 
the new regime. It would probably include 
some respected names and faces, identified not 
with Communism but with progressivism in 
China. It would appeal powerfully to the non- 
Communist American Left. It would also appeal 
to the will for peace in the U.S., which isas strong 
hereas it is anywhere else. The early talk of such 
a solution has already revived the familiar view 
that Communism in China is somehow different 
from Communism elsewhere, and that Chinese 
Communists are different from all other Com- 
munists. Our diplomats in Nanking are saying 
as much, with the implication that Chinese Com- 
munists ina coalition would not necessarily pro- 
ceed to hoodwink, use and finally destroy their 
non-Communist associates as they have done in 
Poland, Czechoslovakia, Hungary, Bulgaria, 
Romania. 

We believe that this solution, tempting 
though it is to all friends of China, should be 
publicly and unmistakably rejected by the 
U.S. government. The fundamental nature of 
Communism is unchangeable and unvarying. 
Chinese Communists have the same duty to 
Moscow, and the same ends, that Communists 
have everywhere, The often-cited fact that Chi- 
nese Communists are agrarians with more ap- 
parent interest in land reform than in Marxist 
mechanics does not actually distinguish them 


from other Communists: an early show of pre- 
occupation with peasant welfare was presotiied 
by Marx and has been characteristic of Com- 
munism in its early phases in all the peasant 
countries of satellite Europe. It is invariably 
followed by suppression of peasant owners and 
expropriation or their lands, aiming at total col- 
lectivism. In due course this will be so in a Com- 
munist China, regardless of whether a Red re- 
gime first assumes the trappings of moderation 
and coalition. Coalition in China, as elsewhere, 
can only be a first step toward outright Com- 
munist rule. Its only effect would be to assist 
the Communists at a stage when they are un- 
sure of their ability to rule alone and to doom 
all non-Communists who participate in it. It 
would be the same cruel hoax upon the Chinese 
that it has been upon all other peoples who have 
tried it, and to the U.S.a coalition could be only 
a false and deceiving “friend.” The U.S. goy- 
ernment should tell the Chinese—and tell them 
now, before it is too late—that America must 
regretfully decline to encourage or befriend any 
Communist coalition in China. 


At Arm's Length 


This bitter course need not mean total isola- 
tion from China. The U.S. in following it would 
fremmably maintain an embassy, as it does in 

Moscow and every other Communist capital. 
Americans would continue to trade through 
the Red curtain over China, just as they do to 
a limited extent with Russia, Czechoslovakia, 
et al. Nothing—not even complete Commu- 
nist domination—can abolish the fruits of long 
American participation in China’s commer- 
cial and cultural Tite. But the brotherly rela- 
tionship between China and the U.S, would be 
interrupted; officially the U.S. would be com- 
pelled to hold a Communist or “coalition” 
China at arm’s length, as the Soviet Union and 
its other satellites are held. If this is to be the 
consequence, it would be an act of kindness to 
say now to the Chinese that they, too, must 
prepare themselves for a fundamental (al- 
though, we hope, a passing) change in the cli- 
mate of understanding between the U.S. and 
China. 

The U.S. must drastically shift its official 
thinking on China. “The China problem” be- 
comes openly and completely hat it has in 
fact long been, a strategic problen—the prob- 
lem of Asia. In a manner of speaking the Asi- 
atic problem must cease to be a chore for Paul 
Hoffman and ECA and become the problem 
of the Chiefs of Staff. Pressing questions al- 
ready crowd upon our military planners. What 
of occupied Japan, suddenly become to Asia 
what Great Britain was to the European con- 
tinent in 1940? And what of the Japanese— 
should they, as some people in the U.S. and in 
China are already suggesting, be armed for 
combat on our behalf in Asia? And what of 
India, newly loosed from Britain, and of the 
lands between it and China, where Red rebel- 
lions are already stirring and will be stimulated 
by the sheer fact of Communist victory in 
China? With a Communist and therefore a 
Soviet victory in China, Asia would come to 
the fore of U.S. strategic thinking, taking its 
place with if not displacing Europe as an area 
of vital U.S. concern.

BRIGHT NEW COM 


It has a tail extending for 15 million miles 


At the first gray light of dawn on Noy. 6 a bright white ball with a 
filmy white tail appeared in the sky over Australia, Dr. Harley Wood, 
an astronomer in Sydney, immediately recognizing the phenomenon as 
a new and extraordinary comet, excitedly set up his spectroscope to 
study its gleaming light. Then he flashed word to other astronomers 
over the world that he had sighted one of the brightest and most spec- 
tacular comets yet to appear in this century. 

‘Three days later thrilled sin thesouthern and western parts 
of the U.S. were able to observe the rare celestial body with the naked 
eye. Moving close to the sun but away from itat a speed of about 128,000 
mph, the comet was visible for a brief 60 minutes before it was obscured 
by the sun’s light. Astronomers estimated that its head had a diameter 
of almost 100,000 miles, about the same as the planet Jupiter, and that 
its gaseous tail (caused by the pressure of sunlight on the head) reached 
out at least 15 million miles. Because the comet was moving away from 
the sun, the gas atoms and molecules in its tail were pushed in front of 
the head by the sun's radiation instead of being pushed behind it, as 


would have happened if the comet had been ap g the sun. Al- 
though not so long as the 90-million-mile tail of famed Halley's comet 
(above), the appendage of the new comet (below) was almost as striking.

One day 36 years ago a little Georgia girl named Daisy Gordon was visited 
by an aunt from Savannah named Juliette Low. Mrs. Low said she was form- 
ing the Girl Scouts of America and that Daisy was the first member. Daisy 
balked a bit but gave in. Late last month Daisy, now Mrs. Samuel G. Law- 
rence (above), was guest of honor at a special ceremony in Savannah. 
Throughout the U.S., 1,384,864 Girl Scouts were celebrating the birthday 
of Juliette Low, their founder, as well as the beginning of Girl Scout Week 
and a new Juliette Low 3¢ stamp. In Savannah, Daisy was given a block of 
the new stamps, modeled the new Mainbocher-designed scout uniform and 
demonstrated (p. 72) some of the things that Girl Scouts used to do. 

Girl Scouts have proved an important force in the nation’s youth. To- 
day they can get proficiency badges in anything from journalism to interna- 
tional affairs. When Daisy was a scout, the program was more violent. Her 
guidebook taught how to stop runaway horses (“run as fast as the horse and 
throw your full weight on the reins”), how to shoot guns, fly airplanes (“it 
is best not to go out in a hurricane”), “Rubber,” it warned, “causes paraly- 
sis.” To make First Class Scout a girl had to “show a list of 12 satisfactory 
good turns” or “swim 50 yards in her clothes.” Daisy stayed Second Class.

One hundred years ago Europe erupted in a series of revolutions 


brought on by forces which still shape and trouble the modern world

Mme. Spaur, wife of the Bavarian minister to the Holy See. 
‘A guide carrying a wax taper, which flickered fitfully in the all-em- 
bracing gloom, led her into the presence of Pope Pius IX. The Pon- 
tiff, according to a chronicle of the historic scene, trembled as he took 
the lady’s hand and, earnestly gazing on her tranquil features, said, 
“look to you, Madam, for arranging all the details.” He then sug- 
gested to her the general outline of a plan. 

“Holy Father,” said the lady, “the scheme seems to me in every 
way satisfactory.” 

During the night Pius IX escaped from the Vatican probably dis- 
guised in a simple priest’s habit and wig (although some historians 
maintain he wore fashionable secalar clothes and smoked a cigar). 
He was conveyed in Mme. Spaur’s carriage to the friendly and Most 
Catholic Kingdom of Naples, where he found refuge. 

The specific event that made the Pope a political refugee was a 
nationalist uprising which had seized Rome and proclaimed an Italian 
republic. It was not directed against the Pontiff’s spiritual rule as 
Christ’s vicar on earth but against his secular and political powers, 
which made him virtually king of Rome. The political tremors were 
not confined to Rome. The roads of Europe bore a heavy and hurried 
traffic of eminent displaced persons. France’s King Louis Philippe fled 
to England, bearing the name of Mr. William Smith, Prince Metter- 
nich, Chancellor of Austria and for more than 30 years the immovable 
master of Europe, borrowed a thousand ducats from his friends, the 
Rothschilds, and scurried out of Vienna into London exile. Austria’s 
Emperor Ferdinand, before abdicating, deemed it prudent to retire to 
‘the Tyrol. It was 1848. In the space of a single year the great forces 


O: evening just 100 years ago, a lady reputed to be one of the 


of modern history clashed and in the brief, blinding light of the con- 
flagration the shape and destiny of today’s world were exposed to view. 

The continent upon which this revolution burst with the sudden ve- 
hemence of a spring storm had seemed on the surface to be entering a 
period of relative stability. It stood in the middle of that remarkable 
99 years’ peace during which, from Waterloo (1815) to World War I 
(1914) Europe saw no general conflict. The united nations, assembled 
in the Congress of Vienna, had picked up the pieces left by the Na- 
poleonic wars and had tried, though not with complete success, to 
build a likeness of the old order. The middle class was rapidly emerg- 
ing as the foundation of this world. After centuries of struggle it had 
finally wrested a large measure of political power from the old aristoc- 
racy. It was a time, therefore, of staid bourgeois virtues. 

In that year in England, Victoria was on the throne. The novelist 
Charles Dickens was publishing Dombey and Son and the natural- 
ist Charles Darwin was pondering the facts that he was later to put 
into his On the Origin of the Species. In France, Frédéric Chopin, sick 
with consumption, was only a year away from death. In Russia, Feodor 
Dostoevski was deeply involved in the Russian reform movement for 
which he was subsequently exiled to Siberia. In the U.S., Americans 
were annexing sections of Mexico and finding gold in California. 

Yet everywhere great revolutionary currents were running strong. 
The most immediately important was the fierce pride in country 
which was nationalism. 

In the early 19th Century the worship of one’s nation was not yet 
the self-evident duty, inculcated in every school child, whichit is today. 
Centuries before, in the Middle Ages, Europeans had been units in 
a great international system, ruled only by their loyalties to feudal 
masters and the universal church. They lived in the expectation of

“From the charnel house of the Viennese 
system, a poison-laden atmosphere steals 
over us... .

These fiery 
words spoken by the Hungarian patriot Kos- 
suth (above) were in essence the same words 
that resounded all over Europe once the call 
to revolt rose above the Paris barricades in 
1848. It had been heard before in Greece (op- 
posite page), and it was soon to spread among 
the countries that composed the great Aus- 
trian Empire. The Hungarians, along with the 
Czechs in Bohemia, rebelled against their 
Austrian overlord, while Lombardy and Ven- 
etia, joined by the king of Sardinia, also 
tried to wriggle free from the Austrian yoke. 
Even beyond the empire rebellion was ramp- 
ant. In the papal dominion Mazzini helped 
found a new Roman republic, and the 
long-divided German states fought for a con- 
stitution and a union of all German people.

Rebellion 


Frenchmen fought in the streets 


to lose a king, get a Bonaparte 


Like an active voleano, France sent the sparks of rebellion flying all 
over Europe. The French erupted in the great revolution of 1789, again 
in 1830 and again in 1848. This last upheaval was brief but bloody. 
the night of Feb, 22, 1848, a group of republicans from Paris and the 
provinces planned to meet for one of their frequent banquets to demand 
ical reform of the ultraconservative monarchy of Louis Philippe. 
banquet was to be launched with a parade. Acting with foolish se- 
, the government forbade the meeting. Crowds gathered never- 
theless and rioting broke out between the peopleand the king’s troop: 
By the end of two violent days the frightened king had fled to En, 
land and the insurgents had set up a provisional government. 
After a chaotic period endingin even bloodier June riots, the middle 
classes began to fear radical elements and sought a strong leader to 
head their new government. Finally they elected Napoleon’s nephew, 
Louis Napoleon, as president of the Second Republic. Louis ruled by 
the constitution until 1851 when he abolished the Assembly and a year 
later declared himself emperor. It would take two more decades and a 
grim defeat at the hands of Prussia to rid France of emperors and

The Past and the Future 


The age that had gone by and the age yet to come met in 1848 


1848 was a meeting place in history of towering figures who had 
made the past and others who were to make the future. In London the 
Duke of Wellington, victor of Waterloo, was drafted by the leaders of 
England to take command in face of threatened workingmen’s riots. 
The riots never came off, but later in the year Wellington welcomed to 
London a victim of riots that did—his onetime ally, Prince Metter- 
nich of Austria, Metternich, at the Congress of Vienna after the Napo- 
leonic wars, had maneuvered the kings of Europe back on their throne 
had dominated Europe for 33 years. Both Wellington and Metternich 
looked down their long noses with disdain upon any popular clamor 
for social justice. But Wellington, in the tradition of English conserva- 
tism, had given way before change and reluctantly supported reform. 
Metternich had suppressed all demands for change. In 1848 the up- 
risings in Austria had forced him to flee Vienna in a hackney coach.

The Camera 


The new recorder of history was already busy 


By 1839 Daguerre had developed his fa- 
mous photographic process and by the end 
of the 1840s history for the first time was be- 
ing photographically recorded. Until then 
the past had been pictured mainly in paint- 
ings or engravings and was always subject 
to the artist’s interpretation. But now the 
camera gave a sudden and startling sense of 
reality to history, and events that happened 
a hundred years ago look as if they might 
have happened yesterday. 

Along with the camera, new inventions 
and mechanical developments flooded the 
decade. In Cambridge, Mass., Elias Howe 
patented his sewing machine in 1846, sold it 
toa London corsetmaker. By 1840 the streets 
of all the major cities of Europe and England 
had gaslight. The telegraph, which was pat- 


ented in 1837 by Morse, was a handy conven- 
ience by 1848 when more than 1,800 miles of 
English railways were equipped with tele- 
graph wires. The use of cheap postage stamps 
was adopted in Britain, soon was worldwide. 

For women it was an age of rustling silks 
and Strauss waltzes. In 1849 the Viennese 
waltz king visited London and was escorted 
down the Thames by a flotilla of boats filled 
with bands playing his most popular num- 
bers. The polka was regarded as a deliciously 
daring ballroom dance by polite ladies while 
impolite stage ladies did the cancan, in which 
they displayed their garters, waggled their 
knees and their behinds.

The Industrial Revolution 


The age of iron, steam and railroads was taking over the world 


By 1848 Britain was engulfed by the In- 
dustrial Revolution. More than 5,000 miles 
of new railroads carried 73 million passen- 
gers in 1848. Britain led the world in coal pro- 
duction, and endless yards of cotton rolled 
from British mills. The Continent was slow- 
er to catch the fever, but by 1848 Germany 
and Austria had built some 4,000 miles of 
railways. The world’s biggest ironworks was 
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the Seraing plant near Liége in Belgium, 
which employed 2,500 workers. Founder of 
this plant was John Cockerill, one of the first 
great industrial tycoons. He also owned cot- 
ton, wool and linen factories and a paper mill 
in Belgium, spinning mills and zinc mines in 
Germany, forges in France, a cotton mill in 
Spain, a cloth factory in Poland, and a sugar 
plant in Dutch Guiana. But for millions of 


people the revolution meant that there was 
also poverty and degradation. Young chil- 
dren worked 12 to 16 hours a day in the mines 
for two shillings a week. In 1847 there was 
great British agitation to restrict children’s 
and women’s working hours to 10 hours a 
day, Ragged choirs of children went about 
chanting “We will have the Ten Hours Bill 
—Yes we will, yes we will.” The bill passed.

Romantics 


They fought for art and politics 


The people who had brought about the romantic revolution by 1848 
were imbued with a point of view which made art and politics very 
exciting to them, Their world was rich and varied and every detail of 
it merited attention. A pebble could be as fascinating as a mountain, 
a pauper as worthy as a prince. In their zeal for liberty their actions 
were sometimes absurd, but their motives were often sublime. 

With this wholehearted concern for the world, the artists of the 
period were more at home on the barricades than in an ivory tower. 
The pianist Franz Liszt gave benefit concerts for striking workers. 
In Dresden, Composer Richard Wagner gave a stirring speech from 
the town hall balcony to the rioting throngs below and had to hide 
behind a straw mattress from Prussian sharpshooters. In Paris in 1848 
after the king fled, the poet Alphonse de Lamartine became premier 
of the revolutionary provisional government, and later Victor Hugo 
became such a militant antiroyalist that he had to disguise himself 
as a blue-shirted worker with a tin lunch box and flee to Brussels.

S. in, the 1840s came a new flow 
Some had left Europe for reli- 
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one day becoming citizens of the Kingdom of Heaven, But with the 
Renaissance and its grandiose emphasis on earthly realms, with the 
Protestant Revolution and its emphasis on individual freedom, the 
independent modern nation was born. The allegiance once owed 
to the twin symbols of cross and crown was to be transferred now 
to the authority of the secular state. By 1848 nationalism was es- 
tablished not only as love of country, butalso as a faith in the peo- 
ple and a fierce desire for independence. 

Hand in hand with nationalism went liberalism. A term which 
has been muddied in the 20th Century’s many intellectual gutters 
was still a definite philosophy in 1848. It was a view of life which, in 
politics, emphasized the individual's freedom from arbitrary rule, 
It saw the state, checked by parliaments and constitutions, as a 
“passive policeman” whose main duty it was to keep order and 
protect property. Economically liberalism fought for freedom of 
trade, contract and enterprise; fought the aristocracy’s ancient 
privileges as well as tariffs and guilds. Intellectually it believed in 
progress through science and technology. It was the philosophy 
of the middle class, which had fought to establish it ever since the 
twilight of the Middle Ages. 

In the 1830s both England and France had gone through their 
liberal revolutions and had achieved constitutional government. 
In 1848 France was ready for another stage of revolution, a stage 
in which social and economic reforms were as important as consti- 
tutional reforms. When republican riots broke out in Paris the new 
socialists, representatives of the workers, merged with the liberals 
to overthrow the monarchy and establish a republic. 

“When Paris sneezes,” remarked Prince Metternich, “the rest of 
Europe catches a cold.” He was correct, The revolutionary grippe 
spread to Germany and the Austrian Empire, where liberalism 
had made its slowest progress, and where absolute monarchy.and 
the old aristocracy were still in control. It was here that liberalism 
used the great nationalist upsurge as its vehicle. In Vienna, Met- 
ternich himself fell. The germ next appeared in Berlin, where in- 
censed crowds virtually made Prussia’s King Frederick William 
their prisoner and forced him to ride through the streets draped 
in the revolutionary colors. At Frankfurt delegates from the sepa- 
rate German states met in pursuit of a great dream—the creation of 
a united, liberal German nation. From Denmark to Naples mean- 
while, monarchs tried to soothe the nationalist and liberal fevers by 
showering more or less democratic constitutions on their subjects. 

To comprehend, even approximately, the sense of upheaval that 
gripped Europe in 1848, Americans today must imagine the almost 
simultaneous outbreak of revolutions in Mexico City, Buenos Ai- 
res, London and Paris. All through the first half of the 19th Cen- 
tury Europe had witnessed sporadic rebellions which had served 
to keep alive the grim memory of the French Revolution of 1789. 
When the world of Metternich closed its eyes, it was still apt to see 
the blood of the Terror behind its lids, and when it slept, it still 
heard in its dreams the rattling of the tumbrils. 

England, in its own way, was also shaken. The Chartists, a rela- 
tively small workers’ movement, had served notice that they would 
march on Parliament. For two days running, Lady Palmerston en- 
tered the word “revolution” in her diary, and her husband Lord 
Palmerston, Britain’s Foreign Secretary, issued muskets and cut- 
lasses to the Foreign Office personnel. On the day appointed for the 
revolution it rained and only some 20,000 Chartists turned out, 
carrying a petition with almost two million signatures. Their lead- 
er, informed by a London constable that they must not continue 
the march, meekly loaded his enormous petition into a cab, shook 
hands with the bobby and rode off. Thomas Carlyle, the historian of 
the French Revolution, who had come out in the rain to see what 
barricades would look like in Piccadilly, went back home to tea (he 
had forgotten his umbrella). Butdespite this damp fiasco most of the 
demands which the Chartist movement embodied (including uni- 
versal manhood suffrage) eventually became the law of England. 

There was evident beyond and beneath the political upheavals 
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of 1848 a profound revolution of the mind. It was essentially a revo- 
lution against the absolute rule of reason. 

The 18th Century philosophers of the Enlightenment had taught 
men that the faculty of reason was all they needed to live in peace 
and order on earth. They need not bow to any religion. This secular 
preachment resulted in a vast and in many ways healthy upsurge 
which contributed heavily to the creation of British and American 
democracy. But it also raised a tyranny of its own during the French 
Revolution. Reason, which denied the need for deities, was made 
man’s new deity. _ 

But before long man rediscovered the simple fact that he cannot 
live by worshiping his intellect alone, and that reason is but a great 
instrument whose tasks and purposes must be set by faith. The 
search for such a faith was the essence of the romantic movement. 

Romanticism found its most striking expression in the arts. The 
artists had perceived the sterility of classicism, which was the En- 
lightenment’s artistic legacy. The new generation of writers, musi- 
cians and painters had a wasteland of dead traditions before them; 
they strove mightily to build a new artistic world on the ruins of the 
old. The world they built is the one in which, artistically speaking, 
we still live. 

The central feature of romanticism is that nothing human is 
strange to it. It is the artistic counterpart of the political liberalism 
which raised its banners in 1848; it affirms the worth of each man’s 
experience and the importance of giving expression to it. From 
the limited subjects and techniques which classic ordinances pro- 
nounced worthy of the artist’s attention, the romanticists turned 
to the whole real world about them. From academic laws on correct 
form they turned to forms that made room for all the emotions. 
From squeamish elegance they turned to a style that included the 
language of plain men, as well as all the sounds and colors of the 
earth, William Wordsworth, one of the greatest of the romanti 
poets, explained it this way: “Poetry is the image of man and na- 
ture, ... Poets do not write for poets alone, but for men. ... [have 
chosen subjects from common life and endeavored to bring my lan- 
guage near to the real language of men.” In poetry he expressed the 
simple love of nature and the urgent, questing spirit of romanticism: 


My heart leaps up when I behold 
‘A rainbow in the sky: 

So was it when my life began; 

So is it now I am a man; 

So be it when I shall grow old, 
Or let me die! 

The Child is father of the Man; 

And I could wish my days to be 

Bound each to each by natural piety. 


As Copernicus had done with the science of the universe, the ro- 
manticists gave the arts of men a new dimension. Poets like Words- 
worth and Victor Hugo broke up the mathematic minuets of the old 
meters. The masterly chronicles of Honoré de Balzac and the Rus- 
sian Turgenev became the prototypes of the modern novel. In music 
Beethoven gave the mighty downbeat to romanticism, The un- 
ashamed emotion of Chopin, the martial thunder of Hector Berlioz 
and, especially, the weird new harmonies of Richard Wagner are all 
clearly echoed by the “moderns.” In painting, Delacroix and Turner 
inaugurated a violently tinted realism and an unorthodoxy of de- 
sign which led to much that is best in modern art. 

Despite their immense vigor, many of the romanticists were beset 
by la maladie du siécle—the sickness of the century. They were, in 
the words of one historian, “the heirs to that disabused century 
which had learned doubt and blasphemy from Voltaire’s mocking 
lips and had borne a generation of children with May upon their 
cheeks and winter in their hearts.” Their Weltschmerz led to strange 
eccentricities of the soul. They glamorized pain and were enam- 
ored of death. Lord Byron gulped his Burgundy from a skull he had 
mounted as a drinking cup and it is said that he once dropped a 
prospective mistress because she displayed too healthy an appe- 
tite while devouring a veal cutlet. 

But the romanticists had enormous rebellious energy and their 
eagerness to taste every experience was merely another expression 
of their search for a new world. The romantic revolution indeed 
created an art which reached to the skies in warmth, richness and 
grandeur. It nevertheless failed to achieve a common ideal, which 
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gave the culture of the Middle Ages and the Renaissance their special 
hallmark of greatness. 

There was at work in the world of 1848 still another revolution 
which inexorably shaped all the other manifestations of the time. 
Its barricades were everywhere—in the artistic salons, in the par- 
liaments, in the throne rooms, in the silent forests, in the very air. 
It was the most tremendous revolution since the rise of Christian- 
ity, and it changed man’s life more profoundly, in a shorter span of 
time, than anything that had gone before. 

The Industrial Revolution was under way. By 1848 it was in full 
titanic swing. It had spannéd oceans and continents. It had dark- 
ened whole landscapes with the smoke of its exertions. Ithad sprayed 
the cities with the half-spectral light of the gas flame. It had freed 
the markets of old barriers and had flooded them with an unheard- 
of wealth of goods. It had carried the middle class to power, and with 
it the materialist belief that, in the free competition of science and 
sweat, men and machines, mankind’s lot could be steadily improved. 
It had raised visions of almost infinite progress and abundance. 

The Industrial Revolution in the 19th Century was powered by 
steam, It was steam which ran the cotton mills of England, steam 
which ran the railroads that sprang up everywhere and the trans- 
atlantic liners which had just been put into use by the Briton Sam- 
uel Cunard. At the same time, a new source of energy was being 
tapped. Electricity had been harnessed. Michael Faraday had built 
the machine which yas to dominate the 20th Century as the steam 
engine dominated the 19th—the dynamo. 

But in its growth the Industrial Revolution had begun to raise 
the towering question of whether, and how, man could live in the 
same world with the machine. In the 1840s a writer gave an ac- 
count of industrial civilization: 

“On every side, and far as the eye could see into the heavy dis- 
tance, tall chimneys, crowding on each other, and presenting that 
endless repetition of the same dull, ugly form, which is the horror 
of oppressive dreams, poured out their plague of smoke, obscured 
the light, and made foul the melancholy air. Strange engines spun 
and writhed like tortured creatures; clanking their iron chains, 
shrieking in their rapid whirl from time to time as though in tor- 
ment unendurable, and making the ground tremble with their ago- 
nies. Dismantled houses here and there appeared, tottering to the 
earth, propped up by fragments of others that had fallen down, un- 
roofed, windowless, blackened, desolate, but yet inhabited. Men, 
women, children, wan in their looks and ragged in attire, tended the 
engines, fed their tributary fires, begged upon the road, or scowled 
half-naked from the doorless houses. Then camemore of the wrathful 
monsters, whose like they almost seemed to be in their wildness and 
their untamed air, screeching and turning round and round again; 
and still, before, behind, and to the right and left, was the same in- 
terminable perspective of brick towers, never ceasing in their black 
vomit, blasting all things living and inanimate, shutting out the face 
of day, and closing in on all these horrors with a dense dark cloud.” 
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FARADAY AND DARWIN were scientists of the cra. By 1848 Michael 
Faraday (1791-1867) was a famous physicist whose work in electromagnetism 
had led to the development of the dynamo. In 1848 Charles Darwin (1809-82) 
was an obscure naturalist who had already had, in his words, some “gleams of 
light” about the theory of evolution which was to reshape the world’s thought. 
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The writer was Charles Dickens. He had described one of the great 
social calamities of modern times. In its midst a new historic force 
had been born. By 1848 it had risen terribly to test and judge 
capitalist society. The new force was the industrial proletariat. 

Europe’s population between 1800 and 1848 had increased from 
190 million to 265 million. Thousands of men and women streamed 
from the countryside into the crowded cities to work the machines. 
Their material and spiritual well-being was, at first, of little con- 
cern to their capitalist employers, for the age of reason had taught 
a form of moral laissez faire under which no man was his brother’s 
keeper. Work had become an agony, to which all members of a pro- 
letarian family were compelled. Only the youngest stayed at home, 
untended (to keep them “safe and quiet,” drugs were sold in Eng- 
land bearing such names as “Infant's Preservative” and ‘Mother’ 
Blessing”). The home of the new proletariat was not so much its 
city or its nation as that terribly separate entity, the slum. There 
was a very real danger that the ma of the people would lose 
their stake in Western society. It was not long before certain men 
rose to champion the proletariat, Thus at the very moment the 
middle class had won its revolution against the old aristocracy, a 
revolution against the middle class itself was launched. Its name 
was socialism. 

The man usually credited with founding modern socialism was 
the Count de Saint-Simon, a young French aristocrat who ordered 
his valet to wake him daily with the words, “Get up, monsieur le 
comte, remember, you have great things to do.” The central feature 
of his socialist utopia was a governing body of philosophers called 
the Council of Newton. Saint-S imon died in 1825, His work was 
carried on by his disciples, among them Prosper Enfantin, who was 
known to his followers as “Christ.” Another utopian socialist was 
Charles Fourier, who had a widespread following in the United 
States where many Fourierist communities were founded, includ- 
ing the famed Brook Farm, His system was based on discovering 
the job each individual liked best and letting him do it. For exam- 
ple he had observed that, for some reason, small boys like dirt and 
this circumstance could solve a major problem for the ideal com- 
munity if small boys were permitted to dispose of the refuse. 

The Paris revolution of 1848 gave socialists their first real op- 
portunity. Louis Blane, a trade-union socialist, became a member 
in the new republican government. He proceeded to establish na- 
tional workshops, a kind of public works project, and proposed a 
“Ministry of Progress.” But the nation wanted a liberal republic; 
not a socialist state. The socialists were severely defeated in a gen- 
eral election. When they rioted, the new government called out its 
troops against them, Their pathetic confusion was summarized by 
Pierre Joseph Proudhon, a rival socialist, who had distinguished 
himself by devising the slogan: “Property is theft.” He wrote, ‘The 
cialists .. . had the faith of the Social Revolution; they had not 
its key nor its science.” 

The man who gave them the key and the science was Karl Marx. 
It was he who fused socialism into an effective and seemingly s¢ 
entific philosophy. First, he drew the battle lines clearly, The rev- 
olutions of 1848, he told his comrades, had been fought chiefly by 
the middle class liberals. It was permissible for socialists to use 
these as temporary allies; they were, nevertheless, the enemy. Sec- 
ond, he banished God from soc and emphasized materialism 
to the point of making it a new religion. Third, he broke with the 
corrosive force of nationalism (except for temporary tactical pur- 
pose) and asserted that socialism must seek to establish a new uni- 
versal order. In 1848 he set forth his theories in a slender pamphlet 
entitled Manifesto of the Communist Party. “Let the ruling classes 
tremble at a communist revolution,” it proclaimed. “The prole- 
tarians have nothing to lose but their chains. They have a world to 
win, Workingmen of all countries, unite!” 

Western civilization faced its greatest challenge since Martin Lu- 
ther had nailed his theses to the church door at Wittenberg. Only a 
few men then realized what had occurred. One of these was the Ger- 
man poet Heinrich Heine who in 1842 had written in tones of ring- 
ing prophecy: ‘. . . Then, the fearful wheel would start to move 
again, and this time we should see an antagonist appear who might 
well be the most terrible of all who have yet entered the lists with 
the existing order. . . . He resides . . . where among death and 
decay new life is sprouting and budding. Communism is the secret

It has been said that 1848 was a turning point in history at which 
history did not turn, The political revolutions of 1848 petered out 
and, by 1853, had been suppressed. Europe once more lapsed into 
outward tranquillity; the rich and productive Victorian age was at 
hand. But the great revolutionary forces which broke to light in 
1848 continued along their relentless course to shape the dilemmas, 
conflicts and tragedies of blood which fill the present. 

Nationalism and socialism swelled to nightmare proportions. 
Between them they all but crushed liberalism. The French republic 
of 1848 collapsed when, for the sake of imperial memories and na- 
tionalist glories, it elected Louis Napoleon, nephew of Napoleon 
Bonaparte, as its president, an oppottunity which he promptly 
used to make himself emperor. In Germany the Frankfurt assem- 
bly failed dismally in its grand design to establish a united and 
liberal German nation. This was, perhaps, the greatest failure of 
1848, for if the assembly had succeeded Germany might have 
taught itself the ways of democra ‘y and saved itself and Europe 
from two great disasters of the 20th Century. It remained for Otto 
von Bismarck to create the modern German Reich in an autocratic 
mold and to pronounce a grim obituary to liberalism’s brave en- 
deavors. He said, “Not by speeches and majority resolutions are the 
great questions of the time decided—that was the mistake of 1848 
—but by iron and blood 

After the 1848 revolutions failed, a stream of liberal leaders fled 
Europe. Many came to America, where they added new zest to lib- 
eral ideals, But in Europe nationalism continued to sow blood and 
iron. The harvest was the immeasurable calamity of world war. 
Aided by the enormous advance of the Industrial Revolution, whic! 
continued to work its scientific miracles, modern war finally rai 
the concrete possibility of civilization’s total destruction. 

The event for which 1848 is most sharply remembered today re- 
mains socialism’s first appearance on the world stage. For whether 
socialism or liberal capitalism is to administer the titanic forces of 
industrial civiliz: ition is the dominant problem of our time. 

Since 1848 socialism has grown mightily. Even formall, nonso- 
cialist states ha ist institutions 
Some socialists (like the British Laborites) have tried to reach a com- 
promise between socialist and liberal ideas. It is Marxism, however, 
which has set out to achieve the day when, in the words of its song, 
“The International Party shall be the human race.” 

In 1848 freedom was still a great and simple matter. It was the 
trumpet which proclaimed to the world and to the heavens the 
hts and worth of man. It meant the individual’s protection 
against tyranny. But Marxism has set in motion a gigantic revolu- 
tion against individualism, that view of man as a free being on 
which Western civ’ 

Of all the lessons of 1848 the most important is one concerning 
freedom. It is that freedom cannot be won, once and for all, on the 
barricades. Like man’s other possessions, it must be defended. Faust, 
the great hero of the romantic quest, in whom Goethe personified 
the Western spirit in its struggle with itself and God, achieved this 
insight before he die 

. Only the man deserves his life and freedom

The King 
Brothers 


Ex-pinball kings move into 
the big movie money as makers 
of crude, popular “cheapies”

of the most successful movie producers in Hollywood. You 

would not learn this fact from reading Hedda Hopper or lunch- 
at Romanoff’s or attending a meeting of producers. Th 
others make “cheapies,” pictures which are shot in a few weeks 
on a low budget, little advertised and seldom reviewed by critics. 
But while Hollywood rings with the anguis s of moguls like 
Barney Balaban, president of Paramount (‘The producer: 
losing money and will continue to do so for some time to come”), 
and Spyros Skouras, president of 20th-Century Fox (‘Those not 
now in the red soon will be in the red”), the Kings have been quietly 
raking in profits of 100% or 200% on their picture: 

All this is new but not surprising to the brothe 
when their name was Kozinsky and the oldest of them was 
were known as the pinball kings of Los Ange 
assorted pieces of equipment, including jukeboxes. A certain reti- 
e about their financial dealings has always been a character- 
istic of the brothers, but they admit that in 1938 they had to pay 
out a handsome $400,000 in income taxes. 

The Kozinskys lived in Boyle Heights, one of the less fashionable 
quarters in Los Angeles. They had no connection with the glamorous 
folk of the great film world cept when they brushed by them on 
their frequent visits to the race tracks. They moved into this world, 
almost accidentally, one day at the races. 

At that time a stir was being raised about a device called “sound- 
” Morry and Frank Kozinsky thought they ought to look into 
this new gadget, a machine that showed movies while it played a 
record. It was easy to get their hands on a number of cabinets to 
project the films, but the films themselves were a problem. One day 
at the Santa Anita race track they ran into Neil McCartl 
lawyer and friend of some of the big names in Hollywood.

McCarthy said, "'I can get you with the best man in the business.” 

They asked, “Who?” 

“DeMille.” 

"We don’t know him,” they said, “but if you say he’s okay, he’s 
okay with us.” 

So they went to see Cecil B, DeMille. They were unfavorably it 
pressed by the long lines of people waiting to see him, as well as by 
his ideas on pictures. He wanted to get Sally Rand to make some 
films for soundies. Then he proposed some trapeze artists. “Well, 
you know, lorry, “you are out with a broad in some bar and 
you don’t want to see any bubble dancer, or no acrobats. You want 
io relax. You want good music and bands and singers. Maybe Cros- 
by. That was the trouble, DeMille might make big pictures, but for 
us he didn’t have class.” 

The period of collaboration with DeMille did produce a spectacu- 
lar exhibition at the Biltmore Hotel, where the different types of 
soundies were being shown. As Morry tells the story, “They was 
going to give a prize for the best machine, but you could just show 
the cabinet. You couldn’t play no music, because how could any- 
body hear with all those machines going? It would have driven them 
all nuts. So it was just the cabinets. We had a nice cabinet, but when 
I looked at all the other cabinets from the other companies I seen 
we don’t stand a chance. We're cooked. Right away I knew we had 
to do something. I call this friend of mine and tell him to bring down 
the blowups of DeMille so we can have his puss there. But we need 
something else too. 

“Finally I get a brainstorm. If you couldn’t have no noise, why 
not put in earphones? I get an electrician. He puts earphones in all 
over the cabinet, about 25 sets, Then I get on the phone and round 
up a bunch of the most beautiful models in Hollywood. Put beauti- 
ful dresses on them. You know, short skirts, down to here, and big 
bosoms sticking out. They looked terrific. 

“Pretty soon the guys start coming around. Then, when they get 
over, the broad reaibed around his neck and slips the earphones on 
him. Ina few minutes there ain’t nobody at no other booth but mine. 
All the rest of them are empty. So the judges give us the prize. We 
take orders for hundreds of machines. And, we win a cup.” 


“If he can do it, we can do it” 


Te cup was the only material reward the brothers got out of 
this venture. They soon had to write off soundies as a bad job 
and pay back the deposits on the machines. But they were still 
brooding over DeMille and the long lines of frustrated visitors. “If 
he can do it,” they said, “we can do it, and do it better.” They de- 
cided to make their own pictures. 

They found a movie lot which wanted to look busier to impress 
the bankers. It was happy to lend them an empty office. The Kings 
bustled right in and announced that they were producers. 

They knew absolutely nothing about the business, but they were 
no fly-by-night operators. They started to learn movies from the 
bottom up. From the very beginning they marked their difference 
from the general run of producers by going out and working on the 
lot. To this day they have only one office for the three of them, and 
at all hours of the day they are out among the cameramen and the 
“grips” and the extras, learning how things are done, lending a hand 
when it is needed. 

They began operations with an engaging simplicity. The first 
thing they needed was a script, and for that they needed a writer.

‘Their first actor was discovered at the race track. Morry was put- 
ting some money ona horse one day when he recognized Jack LaRue, 
who used to be a big name in gangster pictures. {aRue was betting 
with $10 bills. 

“How would you like to be betting $100 bills?” asked Morry. 

“Yeah,” said LaRue. 

“You're in my picture,” said Morry. 

Then they began casting in earnest. They say that Rochelle Hud- 
son came in with her husband and two agents, and they didn’t like 
that because it reminded them of DeMille, so they turned her down. 
Then a girl named Joan Woodbury came in, and Morry asked her to 
wait while he got another chair for the bare office. She said,"'Hell 
no,” and sat on the floor, Then he knew she was a trouper, and he 
signed her up. 

‘Also in the movie was a young blond actor named Alan Ladd, and 
the brothers claim they paid him $66 for his week's work, which was 
all the time it took to make the picture; they also say they were the 
first to cast him in the tough roles that were to make him famous. 
Ladd says he was offered $150 for the job (a rate considerably less 
than his current earnings of a good $200,000 a year). 

With story and cast ready the brothers had nothing left to do but 
hire some technicians and get out among the rambling frame build- 
itga on the le and minke theit piotures Lusi of three weeks their 
first awkward creation had been photographed and edited and was 
ready to present to the public. 

Paper Bullets cost less than $20,000. By any standards it is a 
frightful picture, but it has made about $110,000 and is still col- 
lecting money in darkest England with the billing, “Alan Ladd in 
Gangs, Inc.” 

Steve Broidy, president of Monogram Pictures Corp., a small stu- 
dio which does not manufacture cultural landmarks, saw Paper Bul- 
lets and was impressed by it. He offered to make a deal with the 
brothers silistiby they would become resident producers on the 
Monogram lot. But he told them they ought to change their name 
first: the picture credit list was so cluttered up with names ending 
in Kozineky that he couldn't stand it. The boys were willing, They 
changed their name, professionally, to King, and when they moved 
into their new offices they put royal crowns on their ash trays, their 
shirts and their bathroom door. 

From then on they were wholly in the movie game. The Los An- 

eles City Council wiped out their previous principal source of live- 
flhoed by outlawing pinball machinesin Desember 1940, But they 
were going to make more in motion pictures. 

At first they tended to carry some of the mores of their old pro- 
fession into the new. “They were a big headache,” says Steve Broidy. 
"They got everybody upset because they acted like they owned the 
place. I expected to come down to the studio any morning and find 
the name changed to King Brothers, Inc. When they first came to 
work here, they didn’t know anything about organization. They 
didn’t even know how to speak to a guy on the phone. If someone 
said or did something they wanted to go out and punch his nose. I 
have to watch them like a hawk.” 

When it comes to making money, the Kings can look out for them- 
selves. Between 1940 and April 1945 they made nine pictures with 
titles like I Escaped from the Gestapo, Johnny Doesn't Live Here 
Any More, When Strangers Marry and Dillinger. They were all made 
in 16 days or less, and only one of them cost more than a quarter 
of a million dollars, whereas a standard A picture today costs well 
over a million. Not one of them lost money; in fact Dillinger earned 
five dollars for every dollar spent on it.

These movies are what Hollywood calls “‘cheapies,” that is, pic- 
tures put together in a hurry, according to the stalest standard he 
mulas, with no famous stars, no expensive props or settings, no high- 
priced technicians; pictures that get no rave notices from the critics, 
are not eerie ‘d by civic groups. But they play week in and 
week out, on double bills, in small theaters, out in the sticks and the 
suburbs, and they make money, which is more than can be said of 
everything turned out by Louis B. Mayer. 


They really like movies 


HERE are some things to set off the King brothers from other 

manufacturers of cheapies. For one thing, they really like 
movies. They have always wanted to put on the screen the kind of 
life they lived in their youth—rough and dirty, on the other side of 
the tracks. For another, they still think of themselves as beginners 
at the game, and they will listen to anyone’s advice. When a King 
Brothers picture is in the making people all over town, from the 
highest producer to smalltime press agents, are apt to get phone 
calls from one of the brothers more or less slyly putting various 
questions: What do you think of this story? What would you do if 
such and such a problem came up? 

Bigtime screen writers and directors like to work for the Kings be- 
cause there is less interference with them than in almost any other 
Hollywood lot. Philip Yordan, a big money-making writer and au- 
thor of the stage hit Anna Lucasta, has worked for them and says, 
“They have a way of surrounding themselves with good people, and 
it makes working pleasant. They worship a guy with a name, no 
matter if he’s a success or a has-been. They have a lot of guys lke 
this on their payroll, guys who hit the skids and who couldn’t 
jobs any other place now. These guys have a good home with t 
Page arid dey san ncothels-awnicleass(They foal like snen again.” 

Morry, the eldest brother, now 37, is the promoter, idea-man and 
spark ple, Batis shest’and stscky; sail looks ata talke'like aiptiae- 
fighter. He has a wonderful eye for a good story, and an even better 
one for publicity. When they were kids, he gave up his own chance 
for an education so the others could get one. His treatment of the 
English language is highly personal. A typical expression of admira- 
tion from } lorry woul be, “Jeez, that girl has the most beautiful 
building you ever saw.” 

Frank is the second brother. He is 34 years'old and weighs 248 
pounds. He is quiet and slow-moving, and he acts as a brake on 
Morry’s more tempestuous ideas. He handles the business dealings 
and is generally considered the brains of the trio. 

Hymieis 32, quiet and self-effacing. His brothers call him “a sweet 
kid.” A friend describes him as “the schmoozer, the contact guy. 
You walk into their office and in four minutes Hymie’ 's got his arm 
around your shoulder and he’s giving you a good tip in the seventh 
at Hollywood Park.

All the brothers are bachelors and live at home with Momma, a 
shrewd and quietly domineering lady whom they consult daily 
about horse racing, the stock market and their new picture.

In 1929 the oldest of the brothers was 18, but the amount they lost 
in the crash is vaguely described as a “fortune.’’ Where did it come 
from? Not much precise information is available on this subject. 


“I was interviewed by Capone” 


Te Kings are the sons of immigrant parents and spent their 
early years in a tenement on East 10th Street in New York. 
After a few years in Chicago the family moved to California be- 
cause “the oranges was blooming in the streets” and settled in San 
Bernardino, later in Boyle Heights. 

Morry and Frank got their start selling newspapers on a Los 
Angeles street corner. They worked it up from 60 papers a day to 
2,500. Many of their customers were in the Union Bank & Trust 
Co. Morry used to boast that some day he would own the bank and 
have a desk 50 times as big as the guy that owned it. This almost 
came true: recently they sold out a huge holding of Union Bank & 
Trust stock because “it wasn’t active enough.” 

From newspapers Morry graduated into peddling booze. By the 
time he was 14 he had made enough money to pay $60,000 for the 
construction of a warehouse. When he was 15, he owned several 
apartment houses. 

After they were wiped out by the crash, they started again with 
a candy and tobacco business on a $250 loan. Then came the pi 
ball period, about which very little information has been divulged.

A New York chorine finds Texas more attractive 
than a tawdry career dodging tired businessmen 


Several months ago, while recording the antics of the chorus line at New 
York's Copacabana nightclub, a Lire photographer took a picture of pretty 
Evelyn Peterson (right). Later she stopped the photographer. “Look,” sl 
said hesitantly, “you don’t really want my picture in that story. By

Evelyn left a fairly comfortable middle-class home in San Antonio the 
day after Christmas 1945 with $20, an invitation to live with a girl friend 
in Manhattan while she looked for a job and a stomach still stuffed with 
a huge Christmas dinner prepared by her mother. Said Lvelyn, “I thought 
it might be my last hig meal in a long time.” It was, She arrived in New 
York on a bitter snowy morning wearing a skimpy three-piece suit and 
open-toed sandals ("They would have been fine for Texas”). Disillusion- 
ment began to ly. No one met her at the air 
("'Such profanity”) finally dumped her out at her friend’s drab cold-water 
flat. Third Avenue looked d ‘Tt was real dirty”). Roaring ele- 
vated trains and even the c door buzzer terrified her. Jobless 
for months, or jus 
sitting around Grand Central Station writing letters home “with the tears 
streaming down my face.” Then she won a Coney Island beauty contest 
—as Miss Modern Venus of 1946. This di i got her work modeling 
for detective magazines (“They had me posing around with corpses”), de- 
odorant ads (“I was usually the rej soap ads (""T always wore 
panties in the bubble bath pictures”) regretted ad for a “girlie” 
magazine “where they taped up your bust to make you look more bosomy.” 
At last she landed a job in the Copacabana chorus, She hoped this might 
lead to a Broadway show and eventually to Hollywood, For Evelyn it never 
did. After four months of fending off cigar-laden, midd
